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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -95 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with 
respect to independent claims 1 , 33 and 65 of the instant invention is directed to 
interactive television program guide with selectable languages and an EPG text in the 
selected language. The prior art of records Woo et al (5,519,780) teach system and 
method for providing compressed digital teletext services and teletext support services, 
creating menus of pages that allow a subscriber to select a language text and filters the 
EPG text in the selected language. Hendricks et al (5,990,927) disclose a cable 
television delivery systems which provides menus to subscriber and provides different 
foreign languages for the same video. Usui et al (5,808,694) disclose electronic 
program guide system and displaying method. Yamamoto et al (6,166,778) disclose 
broadcast receiving apparatus. Kwoh (6,204,885) discloses method and apparatus for 
displaying textual or graphic data on the screen of television receivers. However, neither 
Woo, Hendricks, Usui, Yamamoto nor Kwoh and any of the cited references teach or 
suggest alone or in combination the feature of "means for displaying program guide 
display screen text on the user television equipment using the interactive television 
program guide in the language selected by the user and means for selection one or 
more tracks having content in the language selected by the user for playing by the user 
television equipment" as recited in combination with other features with respect to 
independent claims 1, 33 and 65. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
